There 
has so far been no excitement in the 
vicinity of any of the banks, and none 


is expected. Every bank in the city 
reserves its right to take advantage of 
the law with regard to the time de- 
posits, and this is being done.

By his own admission, his creditors 
extend all over the United States. One 
estate has been looted, his indebted- 
ness to the Brodhead estate being 400. 
e The debt is unsecured. It is also 
believed other trust held by the for- 
mer banker have suffered. Those fa- 
miliar with the situation and with 


transactions of even a more 
nature. 

Attorney Charles PF. Spooner, who 
filed the voluntary petiton on behalf 
of Bigelow, was to make up 
the petition in such a short time that 
it is far from complete, and will neces- 
sarily have to be amended. So far as 
could be ascertained, Bigelow had no 
system of keeping a record of his 
financial transactions. and the schedule 
of liabilities and assets had to be made 
up from a list made in pencil on half 
a sheet of notepaper in Bigelow's 
handwriting. Risen was not post- 
tive of the names of some of his cred- 
tors, nor of the nature of some of the 
companies, and had nothing at haad 
to refresh his memory, so the attorney 
was obliged to use his best judgment 
in figuring out what concerns were 
meant.

The lines affected are those to Santa 
Menica, San Pedro, Long Beach and 
Whittier. 

Under the new order of things, only 
one regular passenger train will be 
run dally each way between Los An- 
geles and each of the points named. 

An enormous deciine in nger 
travel by steam roads to the stations 
affected is given as the reason for tak- 
ing off the large number of trains. 

Ratiread officiais says that, for eigt:- 

een Months, passenger trains have bem 
run at 4 loss to and from the adjacent 
cittesa, which are reached by the trol- 
ley lines, and that the reduction in 
| rain service is necessary to guard 
against further loss.

000 in annual revenue, the city would 
be put to great expense in prosecut- 
ing the many cases of illegal liquor 
selling which would be sure to come 
before the courts. To defend these 
cases would entail heavy cost, and 
our overcrowded courts would be still 
further overcrowded. That there 
would be any material decrease of

between 25 and 300 per cent. In 
most cases this spelis absolute ex- 
clusion.

A Dipiomatist of the Old School. 

By the death of Paul Lessar, the Rus- 
sian Minister at Peking, the man who 
perhaps did more than anyone else to 
bring about the disastrous conflict with 


Japan has disappeared from life's 
troublous scenes. He was the veritable 
incarnation of the dreaded Muscovite 
diplomacy, that has survived from «& 
past era, but is now passing away 
the type of ambassador who counts 
subterfuge a legitimate weapon of dip- 
lomatic fence, and can profess with «4 
suave smile intentions at direct vart- 
ance with the acts he is covertly pro- 
moting. In his own particular role, 
Paul Lessar was a great man, a Mas- 
ter of finesse, skilled in the subtleties 
of intrigue, thoroughly acquainted with 
all the events happening around him, 
not merely those in full public view, 
but those bebind the screens of orien- 
til secretiveness. He was hand in 
glove with that wily Chinese schemer, 
Li Hung Chang, and when firet the 
ominous copartnership was disclosed, 
even the world of diplomacy was fairly 
taken aback. But although Russia ob- 
tained all her own way in China dur- 
ing those years, the rous paths 
that Paul Lesear trod led to ultimate 
disaster. In seeking to out-maneuver 
Japan, he played with fire too long. 
Thus came the conflagration that has 
appalled the whole world. So even in 
the international game it may be seen 
that rugged, straightforward honesty 
pays best in the long run. 

Tribute to Mr. Choate. 

In striking contrast to Paul Lessar’s 
methods is the “shirt sleeve” diplomacy 
that Secretary Hay has made famous 
by that name, out which is really a 
long- herished tradition in the fercign 
policy of the United States. Witness 
the following splendid tribute paid to 
Mr. Cheate, our retiring Ambassalor 
to London, at a recent banquet given by 
members of the British bench ind bar, 
and attended by the Lord Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Justice and almost ev-

The Lord Chancellor, in the formal 
toast to the guest of the evening, de- 
clared that Mr. Choate had alwags

Furthermore, there would be the op- 
portunity accorded to the natives to 
state their wants and their grievances 
directly in the representative .Assem- 
bly of the country. If this recommen- 
dation becomes law, as there is every 
promise of its doing, the experiment in 
South Africa will be watched with keen 
attention by the rest of the world, and 
more iy by the United States, 
where there is a precisely similar prob- 
lem to be solved.
